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MEMORANDA, 


Trade.—The Oversea imports during March were valued at £4,141,454, 
and show an increase of £2,278,277, or over 122 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The totai for nine months, 
July to March, 1918-19, was £31,700,721, an increase of £9,874,635, 
or over 45 per cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 


1917-18. 


The Oversea exports during April amounted to £5,846,472, being 
an increase of £2,887,529, or 97°6 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the ten months, July to April, 
1918-19, the value of the exports amounted to £41,627,748, an increase 
of £11,365,047, or 37:5 per cent., compared with the figures for the same 
period in 1917-18. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported, Interstate, at the port of Sydney, in May 
were valued at £1,183,207. The following is a summary of the imports

Public Finances.—The Public Accouats for May show that the net 
revenue for the month was £2,121,060, or £20,344 less than in 
May of last year. During the eleven months ended 31st May, the 
revenue was £19,662,286, being £1,789,881, or nearly 10 per cent. more 
than the corresponding period of the last financial year.

Gold Produetion—The gold yield during May, 1919, was 3,976 oz. 
crude, equal to 3,835 oz. fine, valued at £16,291, and showed a decrease 
of 6,769 oz. fine, and £28,753 in value, compared with May of last 
year. The value of gold produced during the five months was 
£97,825, and exhibited a decrease of 14,202 oz. fine and £60,325 in 
value in the figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Savinzs Banks.—The latest return show that at the 3lst March, 1919, 
there were 966,791 depositors, having £44,517,434 on deposit. This 
shows an increase of £1,422,943 in deposits during the quarter. The 
average amount on deposit was over £46 per depositor, and nearly £23: 
per inhabitant. 


Land Selections.—During May 254 applications were made for 196,987 
acres under the Crown Lands Acts; and 134,061 acres, representing 146. 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas. 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 764, and the area applied for 729,606 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the: 
ist January is 381,259 acres, representing 542 blocks. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 56) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in May, 1919, prices were 51°9 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914; 11-6 per cent. higher than in May, 1918; and 0-8 per 
cent. higher than in the preceding month, April, 1919. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
May, 1919, 73-1 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 6:1 per 
cent. higher than in May, 1918; and 0-1 per cent. higher than in 
April, 1919.

The majority of the commodities were the same in price as in April, 
the exception being eggs, which increased about 5d. per dozen. 
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Meteorology.—Splendid rains fell throughout New South Wales during the 
month of May. The falls were considerably in excess of the average 
at almost all recording stations in the State, the exceptions being a few 
isolated localities west of the mountains. On the coastal districts, 
including the metropolitan area, on the highlands, and on parts of 
the slopes the falls were very extensive, especially on the north coast, 
where various stations received from 26 to 28 inches. The metropolis 
received copious rains, amounting to over 23 inches, 


Vita! Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs — May, 1919.—The births 
registered numbered 1,593, equal to 24:12 per 1,000 of population 
per annum ; of the total, 786 were males and 807 females. The rate is 
unsatisfactory, being 11:5 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years, 


The deaths numbered 979, namely, 575 males and 404 females. 
The mortality rate of 14:82 per 1,000 of population per annum is 
44 per cent. above the average of the previous five years. The high 
rate is attributable to the abnormal number of deaths from influenza, 
342 deaths being ascribed to this cause during the month. Of these, 
294 were certified as due to pneumonic influenza, 14 to influenza, and 
34 to influenza and pneumonia. The deaths were above the average 
in age-groups under | year and 5-64, and below the average in age- 
groups 1-4 and 65 and over. 

The infantile mortality was 86°6 per 1,000 births, and is 48°5 per 
cent. above the average for the month of May, for the previous five 
years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis—According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
May, 570 riew buildings, as compared with 482 in May, 1918. 


The total for the five months, January to May, was 2,45], as 
compared with 2,051 during the corresponding period of 1918.
